Hearings on Selection 


In USMC Scheduled | 


Hearings on the Vinson bill to amend 
the Marine Corps selection act, expected 
to develop into an investigation of the 
operation of the selection system in the 
Corps, will probably get under way next 
week, 

Representative Carl Vinson, chairman 
of the House Naval Affairs Committee, 
and author of the bill stated Wednesday 
that hearings would be started on the 
measure “immediately”. The Marine bill, 
he said, will follow the measure to au- 
thorize the construction of naval auxili- 
ary vessels which has been before the 
committee all week. 

Meanwhile the General Board of the 
Navy continued with its restudy of the 
entire naval promotion situation, out of 
which is expected to come some recom- 
mendations for changes in the present 
selection laws. As there would be little 
chance for any naval personnel legisla- 
tion during the present Congress, it is 
not believed that the Board will be in 
any hurry to submit its report. There 
have been rumors that an early report 
will be forthcoming, but these are dis- 
counted. 

The Board’s sessions are behind closed 
doors and no information is being given 
out as to the progress of the investiga- 
tion. All that is known is that a num- 
ber of proposals for changes have been 
submitted by various officers and that a 
subcommittee of two members has been 
studying these together with consider- 
able data furnished by the Bureau of 
Navigation concerning the history of 
selection legislation, the reasons for 
various amendments and changes in the 
past, ete. In addition, informal hearings 
have been held. The Board will hear 
anyone who desires to appear, but so 
far has not issued a general invitation 
to officers to come before it, nor has it 
called anyone other than Bureau 
Navigation officials. 

Hearings on the naval auxiliary Dill 
came as something of a surprise. Chair- 
man Vinson announced last week that 
the House Naval Committee would not 
consider the Navy Department’s four 
ship bills—the auxiliary measure, the 
two modernization bills and the bill au- 
thorizing the disposal of overage ships 
—until the Senate acted upon them. The

Naval Auxiliary Construction 


Legislation authorizing the construc- 
tion of 54 naval auxiliary vessels to 
better service the Fleet moved nearer 
passage this week, as the House Naval 
Affairs Committee, contrary to expecta- 
tions, held hearings on the Administra- 
tion measure and started redrafting it 
preparatory to reporting it to the House. 

Last week, Representative Carl Vin- 
son, chairman of the House Naval Com- 
mittee, announced that his committee 
would not consider any of the Navy 
four ship bills until they passed the 
Senate. At the last moment, however, 
the auxiliary bill was scheduled for 
hearing on Monday of this week, and has 
been before the committee most of the 
week. The two modernization bills, 
Chairman Vinson said, will not be con- 
sidered until after the close of the Lon- 
don Naval Conference, which policy, if 
followed, will probably mean that the 
important measures will fail of enact- 
ment at the present session.

Army Appropriations 


Senate hearings on the War Depart- 
ment appropriation bill passed by the 
Hlouse Feb. 14 will begin the first week 
in March, it was stated at the Senate 
Appropriation committee this week. 

Parnest efforts will be made by service 
supporters in the Senate to perfect the 
measure approved by the House with a 
view to having a well rounded bill 
ugreed upon in conference. Principal 
among the amendments to be sought 
will be:

Army Submits 4-Year 
Program for Housing 


A limited four-year construction pro- 
gram for the Army, amounting to ap- 
proximately $30,000,000, was submitted 
to Congress this week by Secretary of 
War Dern and immediately introduced 
by Representative McSwain, chairman of 
of the House Military Affairs Committee. 

The bill has the approval of the Bu- 
reau of the Budget and consequently 
the administration. 

It is proposed to spread the construc- 
tion authorized in the bill over a period 
of four years, contemplating for that 
purpose appropriations of a little more 
than seven millions each year for four 
years beginning with the fiscal year 
1938. Should the authorization bill be 
adopted and appropriations forthcoming 
the first money for construction under 
the program would be available July 1, 
1937. 

In submitting the measure Secretary 
Dern said: 

“This legislation is designed to obtain 
the necessary Congressional approval of 
a limited list of essential construction at 
various Army stations. These projects 
were submitted to the National Emer- 
gency Council under the Emergency Re- 
lief Appropriation Act of 1935, but failed 
to receive favorable consideration. 

“The requirements listed in the pro- 
posed bill represent only the highest 
priorities in existing deficiencies in bar- 
racks, quarters, hospitals, and motoriza- 
tion housing at the stations indicated, 
and but a small part of the construction 
needed for the Army. The accomplish- 
ment of the domiciliary projects will re- 
sult in material savings in appropria- 
tions for rental allowances to personnel 
for whom no quarters are available, also 
the construction involved is of a perma- 
nent character and will create appreci- 
able savings in the appropriation now 
spent to maintain temporary buildings 
that are entirely inadequate, most un- 
economical to repair, and whose replace- 
ment, in any event, will have to be pro- 
vided for within the very near future, 

“The proposed bill was submitted to 
the Bureau of the Budget, which, under 
date of Jan. 25, 1936, advised that the 
expenditure contemplated by the pro- 
posed legislation would not be in con- 
flict with the financial program of the 
President.” 

To facilitate the spreading out of the 
construction over the four year period, 
each item in the bill is labeled accord- 
ing to which year of the program it is 
allotted. Thus (1) before a_ project 
means that it is for inclusion in the 
fiscal year 1938; (2) means for the fis 
cal year 1989; (3) for the fiscal year 
1940; and (4) for the fiscal year 1941. 

The text of the bill follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and the House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled. That there 
is hereby authorized to be appropriated not 
to exceed $20,960,733, to be expended for the 
construction and installation at military 
posts of such buildings and utilities and 
appurtenances thereto as may be necessary, 
as follows: Provided, That appropriations 
for this purpose are authorized for four fis 
cal years, in amounts for each, approxi

An explanatory analysis of the appro- 
priation bill was released to the press by 
the War Department this week as fol- 
lows: 


“Excluding reappropriations and con- 
tract authorizations, the War Depart- 
ment Bill as it passed the House of 
Representatives carries $545,226,318. Of 
this amount, $173,817,577 is for civil af- 
fairs carried on under the direction of 
the Secretary of War, including River 
and Harbor Improvements, Flood Con- 
trol on the Mississippi and other large 
rivers, Panama Canal, National Ceme- 
teries, and the Departmental overhead 
of the War Department. These conser- 
vation and development projects are of 
tremendous benefit to the country as a 
whole. They should not be confused with 
the cost due to the organization, mainte- 
nance, and training of the United States 
Army, or with the expenditures for Na 
tional Defense. 

“Deducting the amounts for civil ac- 
tivities, the strictly military appropria- 
tions recommended amount to $371,- 
408,741. This is an increase of $25,- 
732,302 over the funds available for the 
sume purpose for last year and is pri- 


marily due to the increased numbers 
in enlisted strength for the Regular 


Army directed by the last Congress, the 


increase in the National Guard, an in- 
crease in the number of cadets at the 
United States Military Academy at 


West Point, an increase of 1,000 Reserve 
officers called to active duty for one 
year, to a general increase in food and 
other prices, and, above all, to the neces- 
sity of providing for additional aircraft. 

“Of the total military expenditures, 
considerably more than one-half goes to 
the pay, subsistence, and clothing of the 
men in the Army, including the Air 
Corps. While our soldiers receive rela- 
tively low wages in comparison to civil 
ians, they are necessarily paid several 
times the wages paid the conscript sol- 
dier of foreign countries. The estimate 
for ‘Pay of the Army’ during the next 
fiscal year is $153,474,906. This is based 
on an estimated strength of 150,000 en- 
listed men and 12,000 oflicers. The funds 
appropriated for subsisting these men 
for one year are $25,693,741. The prices 
entering into the soldier’s ration have 
rapidly increased during the past two 
years in accordance with the general 
rise in food prices throughout the coun 
try. For clothing the men of our Army, 
we plan to spend $5,759,522, a very con 
servative estimate. 

“The $59,619,604 estimated for the Air 
Corps represents an increase of $14,019,- 
250 over current appropriations for this 
purpose. Of this increase, $3,000,000 will 
be required for additional maintenance, 
and the remainder will be devoted to the 
procurement for new airplanes and their 
accessories. Of the total for the Air 
Corps, $29,322,603 goes for new airplanes 
and engines. It is expected that this ap 
propriation bill will provide 500. air- 
planes for the Regular Army, % for 
the National Guard, and 15 for the Or 
ganized Reserves, making a total of 565, 
Of these, all but 144 will be needed to 
replace obsolete or worn-out planes. 


“This brief summary of the important 
items in our military budget discloses 
that of the total increase for the next 
fiscal year over the current appropria- 
tion 55% will go towards improving our 
air defense. 

“The amount for fixed defenses for the 
protection of Panama, Hawaii and the 
Pacific Coast was increased $7,234,024.”

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Income Tax Exemption 


to exempt retired officers 
and enlisted men of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard from 
paying Federal income tax on their re- 
tired pay will receive consideration at 
the present session of Congress, it was 
indicated this week. 

Senator Hiram Johnson of California, 
author of the proposal in the upper 
house has asked that the War Depart- 
ment and the Bureau of the Budget sub- 
mit reports on his bill, S. 3882, and will 
seek action by the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee as soon as they are received. 
Representative Kramer also of Cali- 
fornia, who is sponsoring the measure in 
the House, declares that he is back of it 
100 percent and expects that it will re- 
ceive consideration at the present ses- 
sion. 

Not only does existing law exempt all 
veterans pensions and compensation 
from Federal income tax, but officers on 
the Emergency Officers Retired List like- 
wise do not havéito pay a tax on their 
retired pay. It is to relieve personnel of 
the Regular Services from this discrimi-

nation that the legislation is being 
pressed. Col. A. T. Marix, USMC-Ret., 
president of the Retired Officers’ Asso- 
clation, is backing the move. 

Senator Johnson's bill differs from 


Representative Kramer’s bill in that in 
order to come within its benefits, retired 
officers and enlisted men must have been 
“a part of any one of the before-men- 
tioned services when the United States 
was engaged in the World War or any 
war prior thereto.” The House bill ap- 
plies to all retired personnel, 

“T have conferred with Senator John 
son,” Representative Kramer told the 
ArnMY ANp Navy JOURNAL this week, 
“and he is going to try to get it through 
the Senate before we do anything over 
here. If passed by the Senate, the bill 
will have a better chance in the House, 
we feel. There'll be some action soon.” 

The House bill is before the World 
War Veterans’ Committee, inasmuch as 
it amends the Act of Aug. 12, 1935, 
which granted exemption to war 
veterans. 


Promote Navy Officers 

The Senate on Thursday 
3333 authorizing the promotion of LA, 
DeForest L. Trautman, USN, to be a 
lieutenant commander upon passing a 
promotion examination and it was indi- 
cated on the floor that further legisla 
tion to include officers in the same posi- 
tion as Lieutenant Trautman would be 
brought up in the near future. 

Lieutenant Trautman had made his 
number for promotion prior to the ex 
tension of selection to promotion to lieu 
tenant commander but had not yet been 
commissioned when the bill became law. 
Hie and about 16 others in the same 
situation were denied promotion. Sena 
tor Trammell chairman of the committee 
declared when the Senate considered the 
bill that the committee is preparing a 
bill “with the cooperation of the Navy 
Department” to promote all officers in 
this group. 

The Senate also passed a bill to pro 
mote Lt. (jg) Walter M. Graesser, USN, 
to be a lieutenant on the retired list 
Lieutenant Graesser is in the same situa 
tion as Lieutenant Trautman, but has 
since retired.

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Duty in Washington 


The three bills drafted by the House 
Military Affairs Committee as the re- 
sult of its investigation into War De- 
partment procurements came up on the 
unanimous consent calendar in the 
House this week and two of the three 
were passed and sent to the Senate. 
The third, extending to 10 years the 
statute of limitations for certain viola- 
tions of the Articles of War, was ob- 
jected to by Representative Zioncheck 
and consequently was passed over. 


The two bills passed by the House, 
HR 4452 and HR 4453, regulate the de- 
tailing of officers to duty in Washington, 
D. C., and prohibit Army officers from 
rendering outside services for pay. 

The “duty in Washington” bill repeals 
existing laws governing the subject and 
requires instead that “No officer of the 
United States Army, except officers of 
the Medical Department, shall be or- 
dered to duty of any kind within the 
District of Columbia unless such officer 
shall have served outside of the District 
of Columbia during the entire 4 con- 
secutive years immediately preceding 
the commencement of such duty, and 
no such officer so ordered to duty in the 
District of Columbia shall be permitted 
to remain on duty in any capacity what- 
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soever within the District of Columbia 
for a longer period than 4 years.” 


This bill arose out of the investiga- 
tion into the activities of Col. Joseph I. 
MeMullen, JAGD, USA. It was vigor- 
ously opposed by the War Department, 
which in a report to the Military Affairs 
Committee stated: 

“The proposed bill would revoke an 
essential provision of law which is ap- 
plicable to all officers no matter where 
they are stationed and substitute there- 
for a provision of law applicable only 
to officers assigned to or on duty within 
the District of Columbia. In this con- 
nection, it must be remembered that 
practically two-thirds of the officers de- 
tailed as members of the General Staff 
Corps are on duty such as with corps 
area and division headquarters, and are 
at stations other than in the District of 
Columbia. Furthermore, the proposed 
change would revoke a law applicable 
only in time of peace and substitute 
therefore a law affecting local service 
in the Nation’s Capital during an emer- 
gency as well as in time of peace. It is 
a direct infringement on the powers 
vested in the President as Commander 
in Chief of the armed forces, and is 
deemed contrary to the best interests 
of national defense. 

“The enactment of the proposed legis- 
lation into law and a strict interpreta- 
tion of such law will prevent the assign- 
ment of War College graduates to duty 
on the War Department General Staff 
until such graduates shall have served 
4 years outside of the District after 
graduation. This would cause the aver- 
age age of officers on the War Depart- 
ment General Staff to be increased by 4 
years, and greatly add to the expense to 
the Government incidental to replace- 
ments for such service. A strict inter- 
pretation would further interfere with 
the administration of War Department 
business in that officers who are not sta- 
tioned in the District would not be eligi- 
ble even for temporary assignments to 
duty in the District, such as on classi- 
fication boards and boards of investiga- 
tion within the District unless such offi- 
cers had been absent from Washington 
for the 4 consecutive years immediately 
preceding such special assignment. 

“A liberal interpretation of the pro- 
posed law would reduce the tour of duty 
on the War Department General Staff 
from 4 to 3 years in the cases of those 
officers who are ordered to such duty im- 
mediately after graduation from the 
Army War College. It would not affect 
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the length of War Department General 
Staff duty in the cases of those officers 
who are detailed to such duty from sta- 
tions other than in the District of Co- 
lumbia,” 

The other bill passed by the House 
prohibits officers from rendering outside 
services for pay or reward in connection 
with government contracts or business. 
On this bill the War Department re- 
ported that the offenses sought to be 
regulated already are covered by exist- 
ing laws and that the new bill “will not 
affect the conduct of officers concerned, 
since such conduct is at present con- 
trolled by laws, regulations and cus- 
toms of the service demanding integrity 
vt the highest degree.” The Depart- 
ment does not favor its enactment. 

The bill passed over, extending the 
Statutes of limitations, will not meet 
with department opposition, the com- 
mittee was informed, if similar legisla- 
tion is passed for other government 
agencies, but it is not considered fair to 
extend the statute of limitations for one 
group and not for another. 


Uphold Army Authorities 


Refusing to overrule the action of 
Army authorities in the discharge of 
three enlisted men, President Roosevelt 
this week vetoed four private bills 
passed by Congress which would have 
granted honorable discharges to three 
men who left the service under other 
than honorable circumstances. 

One of the cases had to do with an 
enlisted man who received dishonorable 
discharge from the service, two witi 
discharges without honor, while in the 
fourth the discharge was for “physical 
unfitness and desertion not admitted” 
and, it was said, was “under other than 
honorable conditions.” Refusing to sign 
S. 1176, a bill for the relief of Thomas 
A. Coyne, who on Jan. 4, 1918 was dis- 
charged from the service “without 
honor” because of imprisonment under 
Sentence of a civil court, President 
Roosevelt said in his message to Con- 
gress: 

“The enactment of 8S. 1176 into law 
would, in effect, constitute a legislative 
reversal of the considered action of the 
authorities charged with the execution 
of the laws enacted for the government 
and control of the military forces, and 
would single out for preferential treat- 
ment one individual of a large but un- 
determined number of former soldiers 
whose status is identical with that of 
the man now under discussion. More- 
over, it would place a man who was 
convicted of offenses against the civil 
laws, while serving as a noncommis- 
sioned oflicer and wearing the uniform 
of the United States Army, on a par 
with those who, by reason of honest and 
faithful service, earned honorable dis- 
charges from the military forces.” 

In two other cases, the President in- 
formed Congress that he acted on ad- 
vice of the Secretary of War and in- 
closed a copy of the latter’s report to 
him in the matter. Secretary of War 
Dern, “strongly” recommended against 
the approval of S. 166, for the relief of 
Jack Doyle, dishonorably discharged in 
1920 on conviction by a court-martial for 
being absent without leave, disobedience 
of orders, and theft, declared: 

“The enactment of this bill into law 
would, in effect, constitute a legislative 
pardon for the offense for which the 
former soldier was convicted in accord- 
ance with laws enacted for the Govern- 
ment and control of the military forces. 
Moreover, the enactment would place a 
man with an unsavory military record 
on a par with and entitle him to the 
same privileges and benefits as those 
who rendered good and faithful service 
and by reasom of such service received 
honorable discharges. Nothing appears 
in the records of this man to indicate 
that any injustice has been done him. 
The proposed legislation seemingly has 
for its object the granting of certain 
benefits and privileges now denied him

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Upholds Navy Building 

Senator James F. Byrnes, of South 
Carolina, generally regarded as an ad- 
ministration spokesman, in a radio ad- 
dress in Washington this week said that 
it is the duty of this nation to provide 
adequately for the defense. 

“Critics,” Senator Byrnes said, “say 
that they see no prospect for reduction 
of expenditures, and cite the expendi- 
tures proposed for the Army and Navy 
at this session of Congress. Admittedly, 
they are large. At the naval conferences 
for the limitation of naval armaments, 
we fotight for the right to build a Navy 
that would be equal to that of Great 
Britain. We insisted upon what is called 
the 5-5-3 ratio. We won that fight. Great 
Britain built the ships she was entitled 
to build. Japan built the ships she was 
entitled to build. The United States was 
content to have the right to build. 


“We hoped that our example in not 
building would influence other naval 
powers to refrain from increasing their 
naval strength. Our confidence was mis- 
placed. They sang about peace on earth 
and went ahead building battleships. We 
now find it necessary to spend a great 
deal more money than would have been 
spent had we provided in 1930 for the 
construction of a certain number of 
ships per year—the most economical 
way in which to provide a building pro- 
gram. Our Navy bill this year will be 
approximately $500,000,000. No one is 
anxious to appropriate this much money. 
Our Government has tried and is still 
trying to induce the other powers to 
agree to a reduction in naval arma- 
ments. To date we have failed. It is 
splendid to talk about ‘beating swords 
into ploughshares,’ but when other gov- 
ernments are turning their pruning 
hooks and ploughshares into swords, it 
is our duty to provide adequately for 
the defense of this great nation.” 





Proposes “Family Allowance” 

Establishment of a “family allowance” 
for petty officers of the Navy is pro- 
vided in a bill introduced in the House 
this week by Representative Byron N. 
Scott, Dem. of Long Beach, Calif. The 
measure (HR 11284), was referred to 
the Naval Affairs Committee, of which 
Congressman Scott is a member. 

Under the terms of the bill, petty 
officers, holding a permanent appoint- 
ment and with at least four years ser- 
vice, would receive $15 per month for a 
dependent mother or wife, $10 a month 
for a dependent child, $7.50 for a sec- 
a and $5 for each additional 
child.

Opposes Naval Service Bill 

The Navy Department opposes the en- 
actment of HR 6647 which would permit 
naval officers of the Naval Academy 
classes of 1904 to 1916 inclusive, who 
were retired prior to March 3, 1931 to 
compute a fractional part of a year’s 
service as a whole year in the same 
manner as officers of those classes re- 
tired after March 3, 1931. 

Reporting on the bill, introduced by 
Representative Goodwin, Secretary of 
the Navy Swanson stated that it was 
“piecemeal legislation” and would not 
accomplish what was desired. Under 
section 6 of the Act of March 3, 1931, it 
was explained, officers of the above 
mentioned Naval Academy classes who 
retire thereafter may count certain 
fractional parts of a year as a full year. 
The bill would extend this to officers 
theretofore retired. 

“A thorough investigation has con- 
vinced the Navy Department that the 
enactment of this bill would constitute 
plecemeal legislation inadequate to 
remedy the existing situation,” Secre- 
tary Swanson said, “and that moreover, 
such enactment will not accomplish 
what was intended, namely, to provide 
for equal treatment of all line officers 
retired by reason of age or service in- 
eligibility for promotion. For these rea- 
sons the Navy Department recommends 
against the enactment of the bill. 

“The Director of the Bureau of the 
Budget has stated that for the same 
reasons, the enactment of the bill would 
not be in accord with the program of 
the President.” 





Oppose Ship Allocation Bill 


The Navy Department is opposed to 
the enactment of HR 9652 which would 
require the allocation of a part of each 
annual naval shipbuilding program to 
shipbuilders on the Pacific coast pro- 
vided the bids of Pacific coast yards 
did not exceed those of the Atlantic 
coast by more than 6 per cent. 


“It has been the experience of the 
Navy Department since the World 
War,” Secretary Swanson said in a let- 
ter to the Chairman of the House Naval 
Committee, “that ships can be con- 
structed fully as economically on the 
Pacific coast as they can be on the At- 
lantie coast, and that the transporta- 
tion rates are so small in proportion to 
the contract prices that they may be 
neglected without prejudice to the west- 
coast shipyards. The estimated cost of 
transportation does not represent more 
than 1 per cent of the total cost. The 
Navy Department therefore believes that 
a 6 per cent differential in favor of 
Pacific-coast shipbuilders would be a 
diserimination against builders located 
elsewhere and that furthermore an in- 
creased cost to the Government of 6 per 
cent for those ships allocated to the 
Pacific-coast shipyards would result. 


“The bill (HR 9652) is not in accord 





with the financial program of the 
President.” 

Honor Capt. Bainbridge

Would Build Dirigibles 

The Secretary of the Navy is directed 
to prepare plans for the construction of 
two dirigibles and submit them to the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee with an 
estimate of cost under the terms of a 
resolution introduced this week by 
Senator Johnson of California. 

Senator Johnson, in his resolution 
alls attention to the Durand committee 
report and the existence of the Sunny- 
vale Airship Base as reasons for its in- 
troduction. On the other side of the 
Capital, Representative Bland _ intro- 
duced a bill to provide for “one or more” 
lighter-than-air craft for the Coast 
Guard. 

Meanwhile study of the Durand report 
continued at the Navy Department, 
looking to a determination of policy as 
to the future construction of large di- 
rigibles by the Navy. 





Study USNA Facilities 


A study of existing facilities at the 
United States Naval Academy, Annap- 
olis, Md., is being made to determine if 
about 1,000 naval reservists could be 
accommodated for a six week’s training 
course this summer. 

The study is being made at the re- 
quest of the Navy Department, but an 
adverse report is expected. According to 
the plan, the reservists would come to 
the Academy during the period of the 
first and third class cruise, but at the 
same time the second class is studying 
aviation and the new plebe class is being 
formed. 

The influx of about 1,000 reservists, 
plus the 500 second classmen and be- 
tween 800 and 1,000 plebes, would tend 
to overtax the facilities of the institu- 
tion, it is contended. Also the strain on 
housing facilities and difficulty in con- 
ducting two different types of training is 
being considered. 





Mrs. Rivers Is Sponser 

The Secretary of the Navy has desig- 
nated Mrs. C. L. Buist Rivers, of 
Charleston, S. C., as sponsor for the 
USS Charleston, tunboat (PG-51), 
named for the City of Charlesten, S. C. 

Mrs. Rivers, a resident of Charleston, 
8S. C., was nominated by Senator James 
F. Byrnes. 

The USS Charleston (PG-51) is sched- 
uled to be launched at the Navy Yard, 
Charleston, S. C., Feb. 25, 1936.

IT IS A TRIBUTE TO THF Army spirit that colonels who had looked for- 
ward with confidence to service as general officers are accepting with understanding 
and soldierly resignation the promotion policy evident in recent nominations. They 
realize, as does the entire service, that the practice formerly in vogue of adhering 
rather closely to seniority in the selection of brigadier and major generals was 
beginning to have its effect on the efficient operation of the military machine. 
Despite the distinguished records and recognized abilities of many of the officers 
near the top of the list, the factor of approaching retirement had heen held, recent 
appointments indicate, as a bar to elevation. One need only view the list of major 


generals prior to the installation of the new policy to realize that con- 
ditions had arisen which made necessary its observance. Only five of 
the 21 mator generals of the line had time enough left for service on 


the active list after 1938, and of those, one was chief of staff and another on 
duty with the Philippine Commonwealth, thus leaving only three available for 
general assignments. With such a situation existing it was virtually impossible 
to find sufficient major generals to fill command posts on foreign stations. 
Similarly, in the case of brigadier generals nearly half of them were due for 
retirement before the end of 1938. Continued adherence to “efficiency plus seniority” 
as a promotion policy would have aggravated the situation. The solution seems to 
have been to make “efficiency plus time left to serve” the basis for promoting both 
colonels and brigadier generals. The practice of giving recognition to service and 
ability by appointments to the highest grades of those nearing the statutory retire- 
ment age was commendable but the point had been reached when it began to hamper 
the smooth operation of the Army. Under the circumstances—and especially in 
view of the opinions expressed by the President—there was no course open other 
than promoting officers with ample time to serve. In recognition of the fine and 
gallant service of many of the officers who must be passed over, it would be only 
justice for Congress to enact a law giving to those with war service an additional 
grade on retirement, such as was done for those who served in the Civil War. 


AT LAST AN EFFORT is to be made to restore to the enlisted men of the 
armed forces the long withheld reenlistment allowance. Senators Lewis and Cope- 
land, both earnest friends of the services, are planning to use their best efforts 
to have the provision in the Treasury-Post office appropriation bill, which would 
continue the non-payment of the allowance, stricken out. We urge the Congress 
to assist in this movement to remove this last remnant of the pay-cutting provisions 
of the economy act from the lowest paid class of government employees. Restora- 
tion of the payment of reenlistment allowances has been urged by both the Secre- 
tary of War and the Secretary of the Navy as well as by the Chief of Staff of 
the Army and the Chief of the Bureau of Navigation of the Navy. All of the 
Armed services are losing trained men because it can not pay them sufficient to 
hold them in the service. Resumption of the allowance would do much to correct 
this situation for the benefit of National Defense. There is no justification in 
legislation which continues to withhold compensation from one class—and that the 
lowest paid group—while full pay has been restored to all other classes of govern- 
ment employees. 


A DEFINITE THREAT TO the development program of the Army Air Corps 
is contained in the McFarlane amendment to the War Department appropriation bill 
prohibiting payment of a profit in excess of 10 per cent in the purchase of aircraft 
or ordnance material. The amendment was accepted by the House, with no discus- 
sion, in the last few minutes of five days consideration of the Army bill. A similar, 
though more detailed and implemented provision, was included in the Vinson- 
Trammell Navy construction program of 1934 and even though better drawn has 
proved far from satisfactory to the Navy. Both Representative Vinson, chairman 
of the Naval Committee, and Representative McSwain, chairman of the Military 
Committee, have indicated their opposition to the provision in the Army bill. A 
restrictive provision of this type upon an industry where new developments and 
new inventions carry the art forward even during the time one construction order 
is being filled, may do untold harm in stifling initiative and preventing progress. 
In order to stabilize prices and profits the article being fabricated must itself be 
stabilized in form and manufacturing process. The futility of freezing aircraft 
progress while at the same time attempting to bring forth better and more efficient 
planes is evident. Furthermore, manufacturers will be loath to undertake expensive 
research (such as brought forth such excellent bombers in the recent competition) 
if success in such efforts is not going to give them an opportunity to recover their 
expenses in future orders. In justice to National Defense and to aviation progress 
these restrictive provisions should be removed from both the Army and Navy bills.

New Marine Corps Fitness Report—With its objective to make reporting officers 
devote more care and thought to filling out the fitness reports of their subordinate 
officers, Marine Corps Headquarters has drafted a new report blank which is 
believed to be a great improvement over the old form. The new report is longer 
and is designed to bring forth more definite statements and opinions. Perhaps the 
principal new feature in the radically different report is a direction to the report- 
ing oflicer that before proceeding with filling it out, he should call to mind the most 
outstanding officer of the rank of the officer he is reporting on, and mark by com- 
parison. An alternate method is permitted provided especially for the case where 
the superior is an officer of the Army or Navy. In such case, the superior is told to 
make the comparison with what he would consider an ideal officer of that rank. 
In place of the numerical rating heretofore used the following marks are provided 
in the new report: “not observed,” “unsatisfactory,” “fair,” “good,” “very good,” 
“excellent” and “outstanding.” The mark “good” is considered average. More ques- 
tions are asked in the new report. They are divided into two classes, one group con- 
sisting of questions of fact and the other of more general questions, in which 
opinions are asked. In asking as to the latter, the attributes as to which the 
questions are asked, such as “presence of mind,” “leadership,” etc., are defined in 
the report. At the end of the report, the superior is required to certify that his 
answers are given with due regard to the individual and the service and to be 
“true, impartial and without prejudice.” In the old report, the superior merely 
signed the report. The form is now at the Government Printing Office, and is 
expected to be received in time for the March report. 











Liquor Sales on Army Posts—The sale of liquor, beer and wine on military reserva- 
tions in dry states would be permitted under the terms of a bill introduced in the 
House this week by Representative Maury Maverick, Dem. of Tex. Under the 
terms of the measure (HR 11300), Section 38 of the Act of Feb. 2, 1901, would be 
amended to make the sale of beer, wine, or intoxicating liquors in any post ex- 
change, canteen, Army transport, or “upon any premises used for military purposes 
by the United States” subject to such rules and regulations as the Secretary of War 
may prescribe. This would wipe out the famous dry canteen act and leave the 
question of the sale of beer and liquor at post exchanges and officers’ clubs to the 
discretion of the War Department. Representative Maverick, a member of the 
House Military Affairs Committee, to which the bill was referred, believes that 
officers and enlisted men of the service should be in the same status in regard 
to the liquor question as others. He declares that he personally feels, that it should 
be left to each individual post commander to decide as to the sale of liquor so if 
abused, he can prohibit or suspend the privilege as circumstances require. A mem- 
ber of the subcommittee to which the bill will probably be referred, Mr. Maverick 
states that he intends to press for action. While the bill primarily would amend 
the 1901 act to leave liquor sales to the Secretary of War’s discretion, an addi- 
tional proviso specifies that as to military reservations located in dry states, sales 
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shall only be made to military personnel. 

The text of the bill follows: 

“That section 38 of the Act entitled “An Act to increase the efficiency of the 
permanent military establishment of the United States,” approved February 2, 19) 
(U. 8. C., 1934 edition, title 10, sec. 1350), is hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Sec. 38. The sale of or dealing in beer, wine, or any intoxicating liquors 
by any person in any post exchange or canteen or Army transport or upon apy 
premises used for military purposes by the United States, is hereby authorizes 
subject to such rules and regulations as the Secretary of War may prescribe: 
Provided, That sales of such beer, wine, or liquor in any place located withiy 
any State, Territory, or possession, the laws of which do not permit sale of o 
dealing in such beer, wine, or liquor within the boundaries thereof shall only be to 
the military personnel. 

“Sec. 2. All laws or parts of laws inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed” 


Expand Air Corps Personnel—General Malin Craig’s testimony before the Hons 
Appropriations Committee regarding the proposed expansion of the officer per. 
sonnel of the Air Corps has aroused considerable interest. 

In his testimony, General Craig recommended that the number of Air Corps 
Reserve officers authorized to be called to extended duty be increased from 55 ty 
1,650, These officers’ tour of duty would be five years, and at the end of this time 
they would receive $500 bonus. This would require Congressional authorization, 
but as yet no bill has been submitted. 

The proposed plan, according to General Craig, contemplates 1 year at the 
Air Corps training center as a flying cadet and 5 years as a Reserve Officer op 
extended active duty. These officers would be in the grade of first and second 
lieutenant. They would be on active duty long enough to become accomplished 
military pilots and Reserve officers, and would also be long enough to make jt 
economical for the Government, the General pointed out. 

The cost of the Reserve officer pilot for one year would be reduced approxi. 
mately $7,300, General Craig brought out. In this way three times as many pilots 
can be placed on extended active duty with the cost amounting to only one ani 
four-fifths as much. Thus not only the cost of training a reserve officer would be 
reduced, but he would be more thoroughly trained and of more value than on 
who has served one or two years under the present system. 

He concluded his testimony on the Air Corp by saying, “Under this plan, Regv- 
lar personnel of 1,650 officers should provide sufficient second and first lieutenants 
to complete the required number of pilots and to supply sufficient younger officers 
to offset the attrition among the older. In addition, the Regular personnel should 
furnish the required number of officers, both flying and nonflying, for adminis. 
trative, supply, command, tactical, technical, and training needs.” 


Converted Ice Breakers—The proposal approved at the White House, as announce 
in the AkMy AND Navy JOURNAL last week, whereby vessels of the Navy ai! 
Army and other government departments that are out of commission would be 
turned over to the Coast Guard for ice-breakers after iron caps had been fitted 
to the prows, apparently has come to naught. 

At a meeting held last week at Coast Guard headquarters in Washington it 
was revealed that neither the Navy Department nor the Merchant Marine hav 
any vessels which are out of commission that would warrant the Coast Guarl 
spending money to overhaul and fit them for icebreaking purposes. 

By the time the Coast Guard overhauled and fitted the vessels which the Navy 
Department proposed to turn over to them the cost would be nearly as much # 
that of a new ice-breaking vessel, it was pointed out. On the other hand, thos 
which the Merchant Marine proposed to turn over were entirely too big for w 
as ice-breakers. 

It was also announced that three of the Coast Guard’s ice-breaking vessels— 
the Mohawk, Antietam, and Saukee—are on their way to Washington to be laid 
up and sold at auction. The Mohawk has been working the Chesapeake Bay area: 
the Antietam has been working along the New England coast, and the Saukee has 
been working off the coast of Florida. The latter two vessels, on their way '0 
Washington, were ice-bound in the James river for over a week recently. 

So instead of gaining more vessels, the Coast Guard is losing vessels. 


Research at Dry Tortugas—Maj. FE. G. Fruewald, USA, FA, Res., Chief of the 
Traveling Library Division of Ohio State University, recently conducted a researth 
party at Key West Barracks and Ft. Jefferson, Dry Tortugas Islands, located about 
sixty-five miles south of Key West, Fla., the purpose of which was to determine 
whether or not the 5th U. 8. Artillery was wiped out by the yellow fever or other 
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causes in 1867. 

The islands include seven keys composed of sand and coral. Until 1828 the 
islands were a pirate rendezvous. However, in 1848 the United States Government 
started engineering operations on Ft. Jefferson located on Garden Key. The fort 
was partially completed in 1861, and dufing the Civil War it’s garrison was com 
posed of about 1400 soldiers, prisoners and civilian workmen. 

After the war the fort changed hands three times before 1873, the 5th U. 8. 
Artillery being stationed there until 1869. From then until 1872 parts of the 3rd 
Artillery were there, and one battery of the 1st Artillery garrisoned the fort for 
the next year. 

Little is known of the fort between this period and 1922 when the Navy De 
partment took it over, except for a short time during the Spanish American War. 
In 1984 President Roosevelt transferred it from the Navy to the Interior De 
partment. 

While conducting the research, Major Fruewald was given access to all the 
records of the fort, and he states that the fort contained probably the southernmost 
library of the United States. The importance of the Army AND Navy Journal * 
a service organ a half century ago has been brought out by the Major’s report, It 
being one of the four periodicals used in the fort library. J

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Ff, 102; Battery L, 101; Battery M, 101. The periodicals were split as follows: 
Battery I’, current subscriptions of ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL and Turf, Field and 
farm. Batteries L and M took the New York Herald and Galavy to their new posts. 
The old files of the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL and Turf, Field and Farm were left 
at the Post for Battery F as they were too bulky for removal.”

Results of Air Winter Tests—Although a detailed study and report has not been 
made, evidence of the success of the winter test maneuvers held recently in New

One lesson to come out of the maneuvers so far is proof that military air 
forces can operate from temporary Winter bases without dependence upon skiis for 
takeoffs und landings. Also the fact was brought out that while fire-pots are helpful 
in starting motors in zero temperatures, they are not indispensable. 

Further lessons that will no doubt be profited from in the future are the fact 
that in spite of satisfactory winter clothing, heated cockpits are desirable for more 
elicient operation, and that while bomb releases and machine guns will function 
in cold weather, the operations are not nearly as efficient as in warmer weather. 

Even the mission on which some of the planes engaged in the rescue of seven 
(CC boys adrift in Cape Cod Bay proved of military value. This mission showed 
that Air Corps planes can fly to their destination at night without the help of 
known landmarks to aid navigation or of a radio beam to prove direction, and that 
such flights can be made on short notice without previous planning or plotting. 

During the course of the maneuvers the airplanes flew 2,000 miles, used 80,000 
gallons of gasoline and 5,000 quarts of oil, and flew over 300,000 miles without a 


single motor failure.

Col. J. I. McMullen Convicted 

Col. Joseph I. McMullen, JAGD, USA, 
was convicted Thursday by a court mar- 
tial and sentence recommended of $150 
a month fine for 24 months after being 
found guilty of two of the four charges 
of misconduct placed against him. Be- 
sides this, the court recommended he be 
reduced to the lowest ranking colonel in 
the United States Army and subjected 
to reprimand by the reviewing authority, 
either the President or the Secretary of 
War. 

He was acquitted on the two charges 


of (1) accepting a gift from Joseph 
Silverman, a dealer in surplus Army 


goods, for giving advice favorable to the 
Army goods dealer to Assistant Secre- 
tary of War Woodring, and, (2) accept- 
ing the tickets as bribe with intent to 
influence the Assistant Secretary of War 
in favor of Silverman. 

He was convicted of having accepted 
and used the tickets as a gift while sub- 
ject to call by his superiors for advice 
concerning transactions with Silverman, 
and accepting the gift of the ticket while 
transactions with Silverman were still 
pending before the War Department. 


The case automatically goes to the 
Army board of review.

Appointments 


The Adjutant General's office has ad- 
vised the service as follows: 

1. All previous letters from this office 
announcing suspension of appointments in 
sections of the Officers’ Reserve Corps are 
rescinded and the following instructions are 
substituted therefor. 

2. With the exception of appicants eligible 
and qualified for appointment under AR 
145-10 or AR 350-2200, appointments in the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps in the grades, sec- 
tions and groups indicated below are sus- 
pended: 

(a) Appointments in all 
Specialist Reserve. 

(b) Appointments in all grades in 
corps area assignment group only, in 
Chemical Warfare Service Reserve. 

(c) Appointments in all grades in the 
corps area assignment group and the arm 
and service assignment group, in the follow- 
ing sections: Military Police Corps Reserve; 
Quartermaster Corps Reserve; Signal Corps 
Reserve. 

(ad) Appointments in all grades in the 
arm and service assignment group only, 
in the following sections: Adjutant General's 
Department Reserve; Finance Department 
Reserve; Dental Corps Reserve; Medical Ad- 
ministrative Corps Reserve; Sanitary Corps 
Reserve; Judge Advocate General's Depart- 
ment Reserve. 

8. The restrictions upon appointments, 
set forth in paragraph 2, above apply 
equally to transfers, (Paragraph 52 c (4),

4. No applications for appointment or 
transfer not in conformity with the above 
will be forwarded to the War Department. 
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Naval Appropriations 

Hearings on the 1987 Navy supply bill 
got underway before the House subcom- 
mittee on naval appropriations this 
week, with Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy Henry L. Roosevelt, and Depart- 
ment bureau chiefs present to defend 
their budget estimates. 

A total of $567,872,400 has been recom- 
mended by President Roosevelt for the 
support of the Navy next year, an in- 
crease of approximately $142,000,000 
over the funds provided for the current 
year and $241,000,000 more than last 
year’s expenditures. The increase is 
principally due to the shipbuilding pro- 
gram reaching its peak and the fact that 
construction has hitherto been largely 
carried on with relief funds not counted 
in the Navy budget. 

Accompanying Colonel Roosevelt be- 
fore the Committee were Rear Adm. 
Joseph K. Taussig, USN, Acting Chief 
of Naval Operations, Capt. H. KE. Kim- 
mel, USN, Navy Budget Officer, Rear 
Adm. Adolphus Andrews, USN, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation, and Rear 
Adm. Charles Conard, SC, USN, Pay- 
master General of the Navy, and their 
assistants. The subcommittee, headed by 
Representative Glover Gary, of Ken- 
tucky, will hear the material bureaus 
and the Marine Corps next week. They 
expect to finish hearings by the end of 
the week, but do not contemplate report- 
ing the measure for two or three weeks. 

.The $567,872,400 will provide for lay- 
ing down of 12 destroyers and six sub-

Classify Air Reservists 


War Department Circular No. 8 re- 
scinds paragraph 3 of AR 140-23 and 
substitutes another for it. This para- 
graph has to do with the classification 
of officers of the Air Corps Reserve. It 
tells how the officers are classified, by 
whom classified and the five groups into 
which they are classified. The circular 
reads as follows: 

3. Classijication of officers in the Air Corps. 

a. How classified.-A Reserve officer with 
more than one aeronautical rating will be 
classified under his pilot rating so long as 
he is qualified for piloting duty. An officer 
disqualified as pilot, but qualified as obser- 
ver, will be classified under his observer 
rating. A rated Reserve officer not qualified 
for active duty in the capacity of any of 
the ratings listed in AR 95-60 will be as- 
signed to a suitabe duty such as normally 
assigned a nonrated officer. 

b. By whom classified.—All Air Corps Re- 
serve officers, including all three assign- 
ment groups, will be classified by the corps 
area commander in whose corps area they 
reside. 

ec. Classifications. 

(1) Group 1 

(a) Pilots and observers who are con- 
sidered qualified for flight duty with a 
tactical unit without further training. This 
classification will include those who have 
maintained their military proficiency as de- 
termined by physical status, piloting or 
observing ability, and general Air Corps 
experience. 

(b) Pilots and observers who are con- 
sidered qualified for flight duty with a tac- 
tical unit after not to exceed three months’ 
further training. This classification will in- 
clude those who will require a_ limited 
amount of training such as transition to 
certain types of airplanes or special tac 
tical training. 

(ce) Filots and observers not considered 
qualified for flight duty with a tactical unit 
but qualified for flying in connection with 
other routine duties. This classification is 
especially applicable to those old officers 
who have passed the peak of their flying 
proficiency and are not qualified for flight 
duty with a tactical unit but whose years of 
experience and past training make them 
most valuable for assignment to administra 
tive and technical duties. 

(2) Group I1.—Pilots and observers not 
considered qualified for flight duty with a 
tactical unit. This classification will include 
those who enter the Reserve from civilian 
flying schools and from sources other than 
the Air Corps Training Center, and who re 
quire additional flying training and ex- 
perience in military operations. If and when 
deemed proficient, individuals in this group 
should be moved up to Group I. 

(3) Group I1T.—Pilots and observers phy 
sically or professionally disqualified for 
flight duty; pilots and observers relieved 
from flight duty at their own request. 

(4) Group IV——Nonflyers.—This classifica- 
tion will include those who have not been 
awarded an aeronautical rating in accord 
ance with AR 95-60. 

(5) Group V Unassigned pool. This 
classification includes all Air Corps Reserve 
officers who are placed in a status without 
eligibility for promotion, assignment, and 
active duty training, under the provisions 
of AR 140-5. 


Increase Warrants Pay 

Warrant officers of the Army would 
receive longevity pay on the same basis 
as commissioned officers under a_ bill 
introduced in the Senate Thursday by 
Senator Sheppard, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Military Affairs committee. 

The 1922 act provides that warrant 
officers shall receive five per cent longev- 
ity increase every four years up to a 
maximum of 25 per cent. This is the 
same as provided for enlisted men. The 
bill intreduced by Senator Sheppard (S. 
4066) would allow them a fogy every 
three years up to a maximum of 50 per- 
cent. The bill allows credit for service 
as warrant officers, commissioned ser- 
vice under Federal appointment, as Army 
field clerks,.and as field clerks Quarter- 
master Corps, and “also 75 per cent of 
all other service now counted for pay 


New Ship Model Basin 
The House Naval Affairs Committee 
this week reported out a bill sponsored 
by officials of the Navy Department to 
authorize construction of a new ship 





model basin at Cabin John, Md. Later, 
the committee sought a special rule for 
consideration of the measure. 

Hearings were held on the measure, 
which is to cost $38,500,000. Funds to 
start construction of the project are car- 
ried in the current budget, but authori- 
zation legislation is needed. 





Reserve Officers Annual Report 

The National Council of the Reserve 
Oflicers Association of the United States, 
which held its annual meeting in Wash- 
ington, LD. ©., last week, has issued its 
report, 

According to the report, a great deal 
of time was spent on the discussion of 
the CCC activity and the Council’s first 
objective is “to attempt to prevail upon 
the President of the United States to 
promptly issue an BWxecutive Order car- 
rying out the following points: 

“(1) Continuance of the CCC at an 
enrollee strength necessary to meet the 
original relief requirements, and with 
every effort made to so stabilize the 
activity numerically as to prevent sud- 
den major fluctuations in numbers. 

“(2) This activity to be continued to 
be administered by the War Department, 
at least until such time as it may be 
permanently established by law. 

“(3) That all supervising personnel 
below the Corps Area Commanders, and 
their immediate staff assistants, shall be 
drawn from the civil components. 

“(4) That an economy program shall 
not be allowed to dictate a policy of 
reducing a supervising personnel below 
that already proven essential to the best 
conduct of the activity. That under no 
circumstances shall partisan or personal 
influence effect the assignment of oflicer 
personnel of the civil components to this 
activity.” 

If their first objective fails, the Coun- 
cil intends to resort to appropriate legis- 
lative action for the accomplishment of 
their goal. 

The National Legislative Committee 
intends to appear before the Senate Sub- 
Committee on Appropriations for Mili- 
tary Affairs and state its case. The Na- 
tional Legislative Committee also hopes 
to procure Senate additions to the House 
bill. First to increase the training pro- 
visions for Organized Reserves to War 
Department recommendations of 30,000 
and also to increase the CMTC up to 
50,000. The House provided for 20,000 
Organized Reserves and 32,000 CMTC,

A Plan for Navy Promotion— 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


1. Selection system? NO. For the 
ranks above Heutenant I express no 
opinion. However, the hazards and pos- 
sibilities of non-selection after passing 
into the ranks of a senior officer have 
long been understood by those concerned 
which places such selection into an en- 
tirely different category from that of 
the junior officer suddenly faced with 
elimination through a radical change in 
the rules, although he has complied 
with all the requirements under which 
he began his career. 

2. Forced attrition harmful to morale? 
YES. Not alone a personal opinion, but 
based upon conversation in messes and 
other gatherings. Not the least of the 
dissatisfaction is in the utter lack of 
consistency and reason in the elimina- 
tion of competent officers and the plea 
for additional ones in the ranks to be 
eliminated. The Army AND Navy Jour- 
NAL of September 1, 1934, under the title 
“NAVY SELECTION BOARD MAKES 
DRASTIC REPORT,” summarizes a 
situation which must become worse with 
each succeeding selection board, unless 
rectifying action is taken. 

3. Fitness reports sufficient. 
Provided : 

(a) That no member nor the recorder 
is on two successive boards. 

(b) That a separate board, prior to 
selection, is charged with the responsi- 
bility of determining their complete- 
ness, proper filing and compliance with 
existing published orders, instructions 
and regulations, with particular regard 
that any item which could be considered

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unfavorable be referred to the officer 
concerned. 

(c) That names are eliminated and 
symbols are employed to that selections 
will be made solely on the record. 

(d) That the selection board file a 
confidential report upon completion, 
stating briefly the reason for non-selec- 
tion of each officer passed over, as “low 
marks,” “below average,” “debts,” ete. 
Such information to be available only 
to the officer concerned, and upon his 
request. 

(e) That the selection board has no 
access to the Health Records of eligible 
officers, and is forbidden to consider the 
physical condition of officers except that 
such opinions as are expressed by a 
commanding officer upon the fitness re- 
port may be considered. 

4. Consideration of service reputation? 
NO. At least not below the rank of 
commander. It is considered hearsay 
evidence wherein bridge table, cocktail 
lounge and golf course gossip could un- 
justly make or break a career. 

5. Restudy? YES. It should have 
been undertaken immediately following 
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the action of the board of August, 1934. 
The report as given then (ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL), showed selection from 
the lieutenants grade of 54.6% naval 
academy officers and 16.8% extemporary 
officers, or a total selected of 155 out 
of 480. Such results could indicate two 
things: (a) That the Navy has been 
in a very bad way, which however its 
record does not substantiate; or (b) 
That it is going to be in a very bad 
way; either one of which merits care- 
ful, logical and unbiased investigation 
without delay. 

a. By special Department Board? 
YES. The Department has had consid- 
erable time to undertake a restudy of 
the situation on its own initiative but 
that action has not been taken. Senior 
officers are also subject to selection. 
It is frequently thought wisest to say 
nothing and to do nothing, rather than 
initiate a correct action that might be 
misunderstood or not coincide with the 
unknown views of some senior who 
might be on ones future selection board, 
Incentive is needed. 

b. By Congressional Committee? 
YES. As an incentive to the Depart- 
ment to make a mature and exhaustive 
survey and also to furnish a fearless, 
unbiased investigation from a new 
viewpoint. Admiral Sims and General 
McArthur are admirably fitted to be of 
assistance to a Congressional Committee 
as ex-officio members. 

Type of promotion preferred? For 
junior officers, seniority during peace, 
selection during war. 

Modifications in present system sug- 
gested? 

Considering the following frequently 
stated assumptions to be true :— 

(a) 10% of the officers considered are 
outstanding, and can be readily selected 
by their records. 

(b) 80% are competent, but their 
records are very much the same in 
final weight, rendering selection from 
them largely a matter of luck or per- 
sonal acquaintance. 

(ec) 10% have poor records for va- 
rious reasons, and which can be easily 
separated from the other records. 

(d) Officers comprising the competent 
80% should not be penalized because of 
the general excellence of the run of 
naval officers, and because a system was 
advocated which did not anticipate such 
general standing. 

Then—Sueggested solutions are: 

Considering (a).° Submit to succes- 
sive selection boards, successive blocks 
of consecutive numbers, over a_ period 
until all officers with the required ser- 
vice have been considered. Submitted 
blocks are to consist of not more than 
the total anticipated vacancies, and 
from which the board is to be restricted 
to selecting 10%, who are then to be 
ranked in the order of seniority to be 
also determined by the board, next after 
the junior officer of the next higher 
rank. 

Considering (b). Those in the non- 
selected group are to maintain relative 
seniority after the last man of the se- 
lected group, and to be promoted by 
seniority to fill the 90% of the vacan- 
cies unfilled by selection. 

Considering (c). Officers are to be 
continued on the active list until they 
make their number for _lieutenant- 
commander, when, those with creditable 
records, who are ineligible for promo- 
tion because of age or service are to be 
retired immediately, and promoted to 
lieutenant-commander on the _ retired 
list. Those having poor records to be 
retired without increased rank on the 
retired list. 

Considering (d). Reconsideration to 
be made by a_ special board, using 
symbolized records of those selected by 
each previous board, in order to select 
from each total, those records which 
represent 10% of the vacancies at the 
time each previous board convened. 
Those who have been selected and pro- 
moted but are not included in the se- 
lected 10% are to be placed at the bot- 
tom of the list in the rank they now 
hold, and to remain there until the pro- 








motions by seniority provided for in 
(b), permit them to take their places, 
with regard to other non-selected offi- 
cers, as previously held before the ex- 
tension of selection to junior officers. 

Finally. No block of officers in any 
junior rank, or individual officer while 
in the same junior rank, should be 
considered twice, as the object is to 
provide an officer of outstanding ability, 
one opportunity to be selected, in each 
of the junior grades, as he passes 
through them.

Nelection on “Opinion” 
Editor, ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

I have read with a great deal of in- 
terest, including the booklet published 
by Admiral Sims, discussion relative to 
the present selection methods. 

Frankly I find in none of the discus- 
sions a plan of any kind in substitution 
for the selection system now in force 
based upon fitness reports. Is not service 
opinion entirely too intangible upon 
which to base selection? Would not such 
opinion be based upon hearsay? Would 
all officers upon whom service opinion 
is passed have an opportunity to state 
their own side of the case in matters 
of hearsay? 

I am afraid that if such a system 
were adopted we would have not selec- 
tion on merit based upon written records 
but selection by the female contingent 
based upon a lot of gossip. Certainly the 
present system is superior to any ar- 
rangement of that sort. I know of 
many cases in the Navy where fine mili- 
tary characters had been almost totally 
ruined by wagging tongues of male and 
female gossips. 

The dictionary definition of opinion is 
“a conclusion of judgement held with 
confidence, but falling short of positive 
knowledge.” It would seem to me that 
the system of fitness reports, where a 
senior for whom one works takes into 
consideration the results of an officer's 
efforts, would be more accurate. I 
therefore am of the opinion that the 
present system, though not perfect, is 
superior to the methods proposed.

Threaten Post of San Juan 

Objections by Representatives Zion- 
check and Rich prevented the enactment 
on Feb. 17 of a bill which would have 
had the effect of driving the Army from 
the important Post of San Juan in 
Puerto Rico. The measure, HR 7931, 
“ame up on the unanimous consent calen- 
dar but the objections prevented its con- 
sideration. The next time it is reached 
on the calendar it will take three objec- 
tions to block its passage. 

As S, 2864, introduced by Senator 
Wagner, the bill entitled “To establish 
the San Juan National Monument, P. R., 
for other purposes,” was passed by the 
Senate July 30, although an adverse re- 
port had been rendered by the War De- 
partment. However, the Interior Depart- 
ment, to which jurisdiction of the 
reservation now occupied by the Army 
would be transferred, made a favorable 
report on the bill. 

The bill would convert into a national 
park a good bit of land, embracing the 
Post of San Juan, for the purpose of 
preserving the old Spanish fortifications 
and making them available to tourists. 
Tt is hard to understand why it is 
necessary to put the Army out and 
transfer this to the Interior Department 
inasmuch as the old relics are being 
excellently cared for and preserved by 
the Army and are being made available 
to tourists, 5,000 having visited them last 
year. The post is important from a 
military standpoint, it being desirable to 
maintain a post near the capital city 
and no other suitable site being avail- 
able. 

The Post of San Juan comprises 155 
acres, is the headquarters of all military 
activities there, and contains the ware- 
house, shops, hospital, and officers quar- 
ters and barracks of a regimental post, 
less one battalion.
